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Mile-a-Minute Murphy 


Bike Rider’s Attempt to Keep Up with a Long Island Rail Road Locomotive 


CHARLES MINTHORN MURPHY, WHO WAS A POLICE OFFICER, PROPOSED CHASING CRIMINALS WITH THIS MONOPLANE DESIGNED BY GIUSEPPE BELLANCA

§ Per is the story of Mile-a-Minute Murphy. 
It’s a remarkable tale. And it happened on 
Long Island. 

Around 1890, Charles Murphy of New York 
City got it in his head that he could ride a bicycle 
for a mile in a minute. He told his friends about 
it and they laughed at him. No one had come 
close to doing it. Murphy at that time was 20 
years old, five-foot-seven and 140 pounds of 
lean muscle. 


During this era, bike riding was all the rage. 
The first automobiles were built. In the whole 
country, though, there were only a few thousand. 
But there were millions of people on bicycles. 
The railroads had given the populace a taste for 
travel. Bicycles. were now the way to go from 
place to place nearby. 

Three-speed bikes had not yet been invented. 
All bikes in Murphy’s era were single-speed. So 
the idea of flashing along at 60 miles an hour 
for a mile seemed preposterous. Even the fastest 
bike riders in various races around the country— 


and Murphy participated in some of them—could 
get up to 30 miles an hour, maybe 40, tops. 
Murphy had theorized that if he could pedal his 
bike in the draft behind a railroad train, he could 
do a mile a minute, or even more. The sky’s the 
limit, he said. A man can do anything. 

Murphy may by this time have heard the 
legend of John Henry, the steel driving man. 
In 1840, Henry worked on the B&O Railroad in 
West Virginia. The boss had this new machine. 
It would put the men out of work. Instead, they 
held a race, man versus machine, to see who 
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could drive the most steel into the rock inside the 
Big Bend Tunnel. Henry fell behind at first, but 
then surged ahead and won. But then, exhausted, 
he had a heart attack and died. 

One day,’ Murphy told his idea to a group of 
people at Howes Roadhouse near his home. 
Among those there was Hal Fullerton, a special 
agent for the Long Island Rail Road, which, in 
1896, had finely laid tracks out to the Hamptons 
and Montauk. Amidst the laughter, Fullerton 
stepped forward and said he might be able to 
arrange for Murphy to try. 

Fullerton got permission to take over a two-mile 
straight stretch of track across some farmland out 
in Babylon, which was then part of a hundred- 
mile stretch of farmland leading out to Montauk 
Point. He had workmen build smooth planking 
between the rails. Then he brought in a steam 
locomotive with a single caboose behind it and 
set it up at one end of this two-mile stretch. The 
back of the caboose had been fitted out with two 
metal side panels. It was expected that Murphy 

- would ride on the planks and be safe from the 
wind between these two panels as the locomotive 
cranked up to its top speed of 60 miles an hour 
plus. 


A huge nie came out to watch. The date - 


was June 21, 1898. There were photographers 
and newspaper reporters. The signal was given 
and the steam engine blew out smoke and began 
chuffing forward, with Murphy pedaling between 
the panels behind. 

- During that first mile the locomotive slowly 
lurched toward its top speed. The stopwatches 
were clicked on when the train started that 


second mile. Murphy pedaled furiously. 

Elapsed time at the end? 1:08. A mile at 57.3 
miles an hour. The effort had failed. Murphy 
seemed hardly winded. He said let’s do it again. 
The second time the readout was to 56.7 miles an 
hour. Again, said Murphy. 58.3 miles an hour. 

Interestingly, at the same time Murphy was 
doing this, another bike rider, Eddie McDuffie, 
was making the same attempt behind a train up 
in Boston. But he could pedal at only 46 miles an 
hour and gave up. 

Murphy tried it two more times, and still could 
not achieve a mile a minute. Fullerton felt even 
worse with all this effort. But then he realized that 
the locomotive simply was not strong enough. 
They’d try again a few days later, and Fullerton 
would have another locomotive.

Murphy was now Mile-a-Minute 
rphy. He toured the country, 
then settled back down in Queens 
to spend the rest of his life as 

a policeman. 


This time, on June 30, Murphy experienced a 
vastly superior surge by the locomotive.. It went 
faster and faster, Murphy for a moment falling 
back 50 feet. But then, with a superhuman effort, 
he pedaled his Tribune Blue Streak back into the 
draft and stayed with it. The engineer-saw the end 
of the wooden boards approaching and turned 
off the steam, slowing the locomotive quickly 
and sending iia dit and his bike forward over 


the railing and then head-over-heels into the 
caboose and into the crowd of officials, including 
Fullerton—a fact that probably saved his life. 
Final read. 57.8 seconds. 61 miles an hour. He’d 


_done it. 


The New York Times wrote, “[Murphy] drove 
a bicycle a mile faster than any human being 
ever drove any kind of machine and proved 
that human muscle can, for a short distance at. 
least, excel the best power of steam and steel 
and iron.” 

Murphy was now Mile-a-Minute Murphy. He 
toured the country, then settled back down in 
Queens to spend the rest of his life as a policeman. 
He was commended four times, cited five times, 
married, widowed. and married again. When he 
was in his 30s, he was thrown off his motorcycle 
while chasing down bad guys in a touring car, 
which ran over his legs. Injured, he nevertheless 
dusted himself off and continued on. In a second 
accident, he hurt his back, and finally, in a third, 
he fractured his knee, which ended his bicycle- 
riding career. He lived to be 79, passing away at 
home. A tough man. 

Murphy’s mile-a-minute record lasted 
30 years! It was finally broken, then 
broken again on September 18, 2018. The 
new record for the mile was set on the 
Bonneville Flats in Utah by a rider wearing a 
pointy helmet and goggles and riding a 


multigear racing bike while drafting 
behind a jet car. Her name is Denise 
Mueller-Korenek, and she: went 183. 932, 


miles an hour.

The outage, they initially predicted, might last 
24 hours, or maybe a bit longer—but in fact, 
they were still down on Monday, November 18, 
according to a clerk at the front desk at the school 
system. Professionals from the outside have been 
brought in to reset everything from the backup.

The system has, after all, been 
in an accident. It will have to be dusted off and 
gone over. 

Probably it’s all still there. But we still don’t 
know exactly what the hackers got to look at, 
if anything. 


NANTed fee HACKING 


_ Everyone keenly remembers what happened 
in Montauk two years ago. In December of 
that year, hackers shut down the entire 
Montauk School’s computer system. They did 
have an encrypted backup, but Jack Perna, the 
superintendent, said the district, instead of 
hiring expensive professionals to deal with their 
encrypted backup, paid the hostage takers $900 
in Bitcoin. A bitcoin was worth about $20,000 
at the time. So did they cut up a bitcoin? Wait. 
Bitcoins are just numbers. So they paid with a 
fraction of a bitcoin. And with that, the hack 
was lifted. 

After that, they hired an outside company, 
Long Island Computer Networks, to encrypt 
all their data and oversee its safety. And all 
our other local school districts and village and 
town boards, encouraged by the county and 
state, armored up too. They are making use 
of cyber-insurance, too. Teams of anti-hacking 
and anti-virus system cyber-soldiers are on the 
job. It’s a whole new industry with full-time 
people working everywhere to keep us safe. 
That is taking place in many Long Island towns, 
including tougher new efforts in Mineola and 
RockvilleCentre, which were broken into in 2018. 
Lesson learned. 


In 2018, East Hampton Village suffered through 
four phishing attacks, it was reported, but fended 
all of them off. They are understandably 


proud of this. -Each phishing attack 
consisted of an impersonation where an attacker 
pretended to be a village employee. Deposit all 
future checks for this person, on my orders, 
to this new and different bank account.

and bought a new house in Southampton. He was. ~ 


going through his stuff at the old house, a happy 
time, throwing junk and other things he didn’t 
need into two boxes and saving important papers 
and other items in a third box. He put all three 
boxes into the trunk of his car atop some folded- 
down boxes, and on his way to his shop stopped 
at the town recycling center in North Sea. There 
he threw the two boxes of junk and the folded- 
down boxes into the trash compacter. 

You know what happened. At his shop, he 
opened the box with the important things to 
check on them—his wedding ring, the deed to his 
house, his insurance policies, the closing papers 
for the house purchase, some warranty receipts 
and other valuables—and found that box was 
filled with junk.

Communications robocall voters in East Hampton 
so that when people picked up the phone, Mr. 
Gruber’s voice would deliver a pre-recorded 
message urging the listener to vote for him and 
his fellow Fusion Party candidates. 

This is not an uncommon thing to do, but 
in this case, things went horribly wrong. The 
marketing firm wanted to use a local East End 
phone number. Thus, it would seem the call was 
coming from a neighbor. 

Larry Cantwell, a popular former Town 
Supervisor, was soon inundated with messages 
on his cellphone asking him why he was calling. 

Cantwell was puzzled at first, but as the 
messages piled up, he looked into it and soon 
found that the Virginia firm that had caused this 


had chosen what one assumes they had expected 
would be a random East End phone number, 
but which turned out to be Cantwell’s number. 
Cantwell’s name was popping up, saying these 
calls were from him. 

As this rogue robocall happened a few days 
before Election Day, the East Hampton Star 
reported that Cantwell went public with the error 
and also texted Gruber that he did not appreciate 
that Gruber’s campaign had hacked his phone— 
although to be honest, that is not what happened. 

Gruber told the Star that he asked the Virginia 
firm to explain this. How did they somehow 
screw this up? I would think the chance of this 
happening were about 1 in 50,000. They are still

am my most authentic self when I paint, I knew 
this is what I should do. I was very lucky to be 
supported on this journey by my family and 
friends, most importantly by my husband, Marc 
Dalessio, who is an incredible painter and my 
best friend. 


Where do you find your inspiration? 
Everywhere around me. I like to paint the world 
that surrounds me and there is always something 
inspiring and beautiful to be found.

Reuiew: Bay Street's Golden “Raisin in the Sun’ 


n a previous interview with Dan’s Papers, 

theater director Lydia Fort said her first 
impression of A Raisin in the Sun’s troubled male 
lead, Walter Lee Younger, was of his insensitivity. 
Then, upon revisiting the material for Bay Street 
Theater’s Literature Live! production, she began 
to see him in a new light—as someone struggling 
to prove his worth as a man to his family and 
to society at large. This revelation translates to 
a portrayal of the character that is somehow 
both larger than life and entirely relatable— 
serious and dramatic yet eccentric and fun— 
made possible by Chauncy Thomas’s exemplary 
performance. 

Commanding the audience’s attention with 
every stage entrance, Thomas’s Walter is possibly 
the most over-the-top, transcendent performance 


to grace the Bay Street stage in 2019, pushing the cnauncy THOMAS AND CASSIA THOMPSON IN “A RAISIN IN THE SUN” 


character to new heights through exaggerated line 
delivery and an unbelievable array of dynamic facial 
expressions rivaling the great Jim Carrey. If you’ve 
seen or read this play 100 times, it’s worth one more 
go for Thomas alone. 

Thomas isn’t alone onstage, however. He’s 
surrounded by an immensely talented cast bringing 
their all to their respective roles. Erin Margaret 
Pettigrew portrays Walter’s steadfast wife Ruth with 
enviable strength and endless emotional range. From 
the opening scene when she’s trying to cook breakfast 
while getting her family up in time for work/school, the 
audience falls in love with her and wants nothing but 
the best for the deserving heroine. 

Cooki Winborn portrays the religious matriarch of the 
family Lena Younger, aka Mama, with insurmountable 


poise and dignity. Speaking in a calm, quiet voice, 
Winborn offers sagely wisdom and selfless sentiments, 
only resorting to corporal punishment in one surprising 
scene when her daughter Beneatha defies her belief in 
the existence of God. Cassia Thompson, as Walter’s 
younger sister Beneatha, has an enormous stage 
presence, thanks to her character’s fiery, passionate 
personality and to her equally spirited performance. 


The scene where she dances in her African garb, later. 


joined by Walter, is one of the: most entertaining 
moments of the play and does well to break up some of 
the more intense, dramatic scenes. 

At only 10 years old, Kaden Amari Anderson has 
to have no trouble standing out among the older cast 
members, bringing forth loads of spunk and charm to

the part of Travis Younger. Joe Pallister portrays 
the slimy, bigoted Karl Lindner flawlessly, 
delivering each duplicitous line with a cold, 
calculated tone. 

With no intermission, the streamlined 
production comprises a perfect blend of intense 
drama and light-hearted moments, even packing 
a few laughs. Watching the Younger family bicker 
and argue over their late father’s life insurance 
money is to sit on the battlefield of opposing 
dreams, unsure of who to side with. You do want 
Beneatha to have the money to become a doctor, 
and for Ruth and young Travis to move out of 
their cramped, run-down apartment and into 
a nice neighborhood. You'll likely also feel pity 
for Walter, who’s overworked, unfulfilled and 
desperately needing someone to take a chance 
on him and his wishful plan to invest in a 

liquor store. Mixed into the play’s central conflict 
are matters of racism, the existence of God, African 
heritage, abortion, marital strain and classism. Each 
issue is woven into the characters’ stories in a way that 
layers them with enhanced depth and authenticity, 
allowing the audience to better understand their ideals. 
At its core, Lorraine Hansberry’s seminal 1959 play 
is about family, and Bay Street’s production is must- 
see for families and individuals of any background. 
With inspired acting and brilliant directing, the show 
is certified theatrical gold! Bi.

Kon-Tiki Chef Cheo Avila’s Clutistmas Tvaditions

Hotel in Greenport loves his family’s seasonal 
traditions. Avila will bring his happy holiday spirit 
to Dan’s Holidays in the Vines hosted by RG|NY on 
Saturday, November 30. 


Share some of your favorite holiday food 
traditions from growing up, and from your 
family today. 

Growing up in Venezuela, Christmas, or Navidad in 
Spanish, is perhaps the most important holiday of the 
year. We begin the celebrations in November and carry 
them through until January 6. Gatherings are frequent 
among friends and family for sharing the contagious, 
happy aura of the season. 


What is the one food or dish that defines the 
holiday season for you? ; 

Although we have several food and drink preparations 
typical of the season, Hallaca “takes the cake.” It’s a 
cornmeal rectangular cake filled with a hearty stew, 
seasoned with spices and ingredients exchanged during 
the fusion of old- and new-world traditions during 
colonial times. Wrapped witha plantain leaf and boiled 
before plating, it is definitely full of flavor and textures, 
which are embedded in our collective identity. The 
preparation is long and intricate—ask my mother—it 
is truly a family task that kickstarts the holiday season. 
Interesting fact: The Hallaca was developed as a 
preservation method by the lower cast by using scraps 
and leftovers from the banquets of landlords and the 
privileged, by wrapping them with plantain leaf and 
cooking them for later consumption. This method, 
like many others among different cultures, was

I think the secret is in pairing what tastes good 
to you and what you like. Screw the rules! If you 
like drinking Syrah with flounder, by all means, do 
it! Follow YOUR palate. Food and wine are about 
having fun. Have some, for heaven’s sake! 


What goes into creating your fall and winter 
menus for the restaurant? 

Just cooking around the seasons for the most part. 
That said, you have to temper your “seasonal and local” 
itch here on Long Island with some other choices or 
you'll wind up having 12 dishes with cauliflower on 
them. 


What aspects define your idea of the perfect 
holiday celebration?
